HOOVER DECLARES 
NATIONS SQUEEZING 
BILLION FROM U9. 


Foreign Monopolies Held 
Grave Menace to 
World Peace. 


URGES DEVELOPMENT 
OF RESOURCES HERE 


Americans Being Gouged for 
Rubber, Coffee, Cotton and 
Nitrates, He Says. 


By JOHN EDWIN NEVIN. 
Apicture of gouging, affecting 
every household: in the United 
States, which will tax consumers 
$1,200,000,000 for the current 
year, was presented to the House 
interstate commerce committee yes- 
terday by Secretary of Commerce 
Herbert Hoover and three of his 
chief liutenants. Foreign govern- 
ment monopolies, he said, in rubber, 
BKeyptian long staple cotton, cam- 
phor, coffee, iodine, nitrates, mer- 
cury and sisal affect directly all 
consumers here, while there are 
other commodities which are only 
partly controlled. 

According to Mr. Hoover, the suc- 
cess of these monopolies has been 
responsible for the planning of ad- 
ditional monopolies, all directed at 
the United States which, after all, 
is the biggest market place for the 
world: The situation is very serious, 
in the opinion of not only Mr. 
Hoover, but the committee itself, 
and it is hopeful that a way will 
be found to protect the consumers 
and at the same time avoid interna- 
tional complications. 

Secretary Hoover was cross-ex- 
amined by the committee behind 
closed doors. He made it very plain 
that the governments exercising 
monopolies resent any suggestion of 
retaliatory action by ‘the United 
States. Nevertheless, he insisted, 
remedies, must be sought and ap- 
plied. 


Hfforts Laughed At. 


That efforts initiated by the State 
Department to get the various gov- 
ernments to assist the American 
consumer to stabilize his losses 
were laughed at was shown through 
the reading by Mr. Hoover of va- 
rious correspondence between Sec- 


ish, Brazilian and other govern- 
ments at the suggestion of the Com- 
merce Department. These letters, 
read in secret session, were laugh- 
able because of the fulsomeness of 
their character but, in every in- 
stance, insisting that the various 
governments ‘“‘had this problem be- 
fore them for solution for years and 
finally had been compelled to in- 
sist on ‘control’.’”’ , 
Control is the foreizn slogan, ac- 
cording to these letters, despite the 
undercurrent, very palpable, which 
resented any suggestion that the va- 
rious nations could in any way be 
prohibited from retaking their war 
debts from the affable American 
consumer. 

While the Secretary wis on the 
stand there broke out in both the 
Senate and the House sharp attack 
on the committee proposals. Sen-

Reports of an impending trans-

TRANSFER OF BIBESCO 
OFFICIALLY ANNOUNCED 


Prince Will Return Here to 
Present Letters of Recall; 
New Post Not Named. 


CLASHED WITH TITULESCO 


Bucharest, Roumania, Jan. 6 (By 
A. P.).—The foreign office an- 
nounced tonight that Prince An- 
toine Bibesco is to be recalled as 
Minister to the United States “and 
assigned to another’ diplomatic 
post elsewhere. Prince Bibesco, 
who is at present in Roumania, wil! 
go to Washington shortly to present 
his letters of recall. 


The sudden return to Bucarest 
in December of Prince Antoine Bi- 
besco caused a lively discussion in 
Roumanian diplomatic circles. The 
Roumanian papers asserted that 
differences had arisen between the 
Minister to the United States and 
Nicholas Titulesco, Minister’ to 
Great Britain, who headed the re- 
cent debt funding mission to Wash- 
ington and who is still in the United 
States. 

While in New York M. Titulesco 
commenting on Bucharest dis- 
patches that such a disagreement 
had arisen, remarked that he wes 
very satisfied with the terms of the 
American settlement. 

Later dispatches declared that in 
diplomatic circles in Bucharest it 
was stated that M. Titulesco had 
threatened to resign his post at Lon- 
don unless Prince Bivesco was 
transferred from Washington. 

Prince Bibesco’s wife was Miss 
Elizabeth Asquith, daughter of 
Herbert H. Asquith, at one time 
British prime minister. Prince Bi- 


besco was appointed Minister to the 
United States in 1920, having previ- 
ously been first secretary of the Je- 
gation at London.

EDITOR OF 6, W. U. PAPER 
BARRED FROM GLASSES 


Group of - Associates. Plan 
Ways to Combat Threat- 
ened Police Action. 


EXPELLED PUPIL TO SUE 


With their leader expelled from 
tlasses and their sense of college 
humor shattered, nearly a dozen 
associates of John R. Bromell, 


editor of the Lash, unofficial paper 


of George Washington university, 
last night sat behind barred doors 
at their headquarters, 2006 I street 
northwest. They sought to devise 
ways to combat threatened police 
action over publication of the ‘‘in- 
decent literature’’ and to ‘“‘get 
back’’ at college officials. 

Bromell was expelled from class 
yesterday upon order of Dr. Will- 
iam Mather Lewis, president of the 
university, following distribution of 
the Lash on the campus. University 
officials described the Lash as “‘in- 
decent and sacrilegious.’’ Dr. Lewis 
took particular exception to an 
article referring to alleged immoral 
tendencies on the part of George 


Washington while at Mount Ver- 


non. 

“The university carries the name 
of the Father of His Country,” Dr. 
Lewis declared last night, ‘‘and the 
article, besides being obscene, is 
unpatriotic.” 

President Coolidge also came in 
for a pun by the editor. 

A special announcement. in this 
week’s edition of the Lash carried 
the information that the next edi- 
tion would carry ‘‘a reprint of the 
two suppressed Rhinelander love 
letters. They are full of spice and 
leave nothing to the imagination,” 
the notice stated. 

Police already have been called 
into conference with reference to 
contemplated action against the 
editors of the paper and immediate 
arrests will take place if further 
copies are distributed on the cam- 
pus, according to university of- 
ficials. . 

Bromell announced that he would 
seek a writ of mandamus to compel 
school officials to take him back 
into the fold and further promised 


to get out other editions ‘‘hotter’’ 
than the one in controversy. 
Although Bromell is the only per- 
son so far expelled from the bl ail 
sity for connection with the Lash, 


Dr. Lewis intimated that as soon’ 


as school officials ascertained the 
names of his associates, other ex- 
pulsions would follow.

FLOOD ENTERS CITY; 
Doo TER [9 FEARED 


Seine Crest Is Not Likely 
Until Friday; Railway 
Traffic Hindered. 


INHABITANTS ABANDON 
ISLAND OF ST. DENIS 


Town of Guise Under Water; 
Soissons. Cut Off; Oise 
Valley Becomes Lake. 


Paris, Jan. 6 (By A. P.).—Paris 
is in an extremely critical situa- 
tion; a further rise of thirty inches 
in the Seine would precipitate a 
catastrophe. Despite protective 
works hastily thrown up on both 
sides of the river, the waters are 
invading the city. The first effect 
of this is the closing of the Inva- 
lides Railroad station, directly 
across the street from the .minis- 
try of foreign affairs. 

Traffic to Versailles, Rambouil- 
let, Dereux and Granville has been 
suspended. The Island of St. Denis 
was abandoned this evening by the 
residents, who took refugé in the 
city barracks, while Fort Vincennes, 
set aside for the accommodation of 
refugees in the eastern part of the 
city, already shelters hundreds. 

The Seine has risen from two to 
four feet in the last 24 hours and 
weather officials who predicted 
yesterday that the peak of the flood 
would be reached tonight, say now 
that it will continue to swell until 
Friday. 

Highest Since 1910. 


At Austerlitz bridge, the Seine 
registers 5.20 meters (about 17 
feet), which is the highest since 
1910, -when the most disastrous 
floods in the history of the city oc- 
curred. The electric railway tracks 
between Paris and Versailles for 
several miles are under water, 

While the people of Paris are not 


‘worst, 

The flooding of the Oise has 
caused a veritable disaster along 
the whole length of the valley, 
which has the appearanec of a lake 
nearly a mile wide. The town of 
Guise is completely under water, 
the population living in the upper 
stories of their houses and receiving 
provisions by boat. 

The river Vesle—where so many 
Americans fought and fell in the 
great war—began to overflow today 
and Fisme and Braine are threat- 
ened. Soissons, on the Aisne, is cut 
off from railroad communication, 
and the lower quarters have been 
evacuated. 

Marne Roaring Torrent. 

The Marne continues a roaring 
torrent; it rose 30 inches in the 
past 24 hours. Chateau Thierry is 
badly flooded. The northern rail- 
road tracks between Paris and Lille 
and Paris and Brussels are so deeply

FOR PLAN REPLACING 
PRESENT RL BOAR 


Labor Disputes Would Be 
Settled Regionally 
Under Proposal. 


CURB ON CESSATION 
OF WORK PROVIDED 


Union Leaders to Confer With 
President Today in Sup- 
port of Idea. 


President Coolidge has been asked 
to approve abolition of the United 
States Railroad Labor board. In 
its place it will be suggeste@ that 
there be created regional media- 
tion commissions, which will be au- 
thorized to act in all disputes be- 
tween the transportation companies 
of the country and their employes. 

Behind the entire plan is a sug- 
gestion that transportation in the 
United States, which is the direct 
concern of the entire citizenry, must 
be taken out of the realm of pos- 
sible interruption by labor troubles. 
Should this suggestion be approved 
by the President and Congress— 
already it has been agreed to in 
principle by the railway executives 
and the great unions which control 
the transportation field—a way will 
be opened for the prevention of all 
controversies in pubic utiities being 
carried to the point where a sus- 
pension of work is possible. 

While the entire proposals are 
withheld for the moment, it is 
known that President Coolidge is 
very much interested. He probably 
more than anyone else realizes that 
the entire prosperity of the country 
depends on keeping the railways 
functioning. He has, in the past, 
been a believer in the efficacy of the 
Railroad Labor Board. But there 
have been attacks made on it by 
the unions and by a number of rail- 
way systems, notably the Pennsyl- 
vania, which has caused sincere 
concern. 

Thom at White House. 


Alfred M. Thom, general counsel 
of the Association of Railway Ex- 
ecutives, held a conference with 
President Coolidge yesterday. He 
went into the entire subject in de- 
tail. At the same time he made 
arrangements for a committee of 
railway union officials to discuss 
the whole problem with the Presi- 
dent today. 

The appointment provides a con- 
ference between Mr. Coolidge and 
Vice President Doak, of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Firemen; 
D. B. Robertson, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Firemen 
and Engineers; Bert M, Jewell, 
president of the shop craft unions, 
and Donald Richberg, general coun- 
sel of the railway labor unions. 
They will inform the chief execu- 
tive that the various brotherhoods 
of the railway employes are 
through with the labor board and 
tell him frankly why.

National Guard, Ordered to 
Vacate Present Quarters, 
Would Use Rotunda.

STORAGE SPACE IS ASKED 


Use of the pension office building 
for armory purposes is being sought 
by the District of Columbia National 
Guard, it was disclosed yesterday. 
The guard proposes to use certain 
rooms for offices and storerooms 
and to. conduct its indoor drills in 
the historic old rotunda, the scene 
of many inaugural balls. 

Efforts in this direction have been 
disclosed through a letter from Maj. 
Gen. Anton Stephan, commanding 
general of the guard, to the public 
buildings commission. GerStéphan 
points out that the local guard has 
received notice to vacate its present 
armory at 472 L street northwest 
and feels that the pension office 
would best serve its purposes when 
the change is made. 

The guard does not require the 
entire building, Gen. Stephan says. 
It would need only a certain part of 
it, where it would have offices in 
some rooms and use others for stor- 
age space. It proposes to drill in 
the rotunda, which, being 116 by 
316 feet, would offer adequate ac- 
commodations. The floor of the ro- 
tunda is tile and probably would 
not sustain more than ordinary 
drilling, however. 

This proposal will be one of the 
items taken up by the buildings 
commission at the meeting it will 
hold within a few days. Of course, 
the entire project is dependent upon 
the vacation of the building by the 
pemion office, which, according to 
plans, would take quarters in the 
Interior building. 

It is doubtful that the commis- 
sion will approve of the National 


Guard’s plan. It is, however, inter- 
ested in the armory needs of thé 
guard and will make every effort to 
locate headquarters in some build- 
ing.

Questions Involved in Study. 


Involved in the study by the bu- 
reau of education are such ques- 
tions as whether the present law re- 
quiring appointment of all grad- 
uates of the normal schools before 
others are appointed as teachers 
shall be changed, whether the 
number of students in the schools 
shall be limited and the law left 
the same and variations of these 
propositions.

Ballou Challenges Statement. 


The statement contained in the 
petition that the graduates had 
been assured by school officials of 
appointments was challenged by 
Dr. Ballou with the question: ‘‘Who 
gave the assurance?’’ Miss Daum 
was not specific and said she did 
not know the statement was in the 
petition in just the manner in 
which it had been inserted. 

An echo of the controversy over 
the intelligence tests for public 
school pupils was found in the ap- 
proval. by the board of recom- 
mendation of Dr. Ballou that the 
assistant superintendents in charge 
of educational research be charged 
with the examination and determi- 
nation of the mental capacity of 
pupils for the purpose of assign- 
ing pupils to a typical school. 

Such examinations and determin- 
ation heretofore has been the duty 
of the medical inspection service, 
of which Dr. Joseph Murphy, of the 
health department, is the chief. The 
new rule of the board will take this 
away from the physicians and place 
the determination in the hands -of 
the assistant superintendents. 


Appropriation Methods Assailed. 


The. forthcoming congressional 
hearings on school appropriations 
will witness a rebellion by school 
authorities against methods of ap- 
propriating for new schools. The 
question was raised in the board 
meeting when Dr. H. B. Learned 
submitted a report approving the 
request of the municipal architect 
for the painting of the interior walls 
of the new John F. Cook school out 
of the repair funds. 

Ernest Greenwood protested 
against the continued “raiding of 
the repair fund’’ for new construc- 
tion. ‘‘Appropriations are pared 
and pared until we are forever short 
from $2,000 to $10,000 of the 
amount needed to complete new 
buildings,’ Mr. Greenwood _ de- 
clared. ‘‘There should be an end to 
this.’’ 

Dr. Ballou agreed and the out- 
growth was a determination by the 
board to stress that phase of school 
appropriations before the congres- 
sional committees at appropriations 
hearings. ,A summary of past in- 
stances in which new buildings have 
had to be completed out of the re- 
pair fund is being prepared. 

The board approved the amend-|’ 
ment to .-the teachers’ retirement 
law without discussion. The com- 
mittee report did not deal with the 
question of increasing the amounts 
in the amendment submitted by the 
teachers’ council. 

The wisdom of appointment of 
members of the board of education 
by the District commissioners, pro- 
vided for in their bill sent to Con- 
gress, was referred to the commit- 
tee of the whole on motion by Mr. 
Greenwood, and this may afford an 
opportunity for the board of educa- 
tion to thrash out the whole ques- 
tion of responsibility for essentials 
lacking in the schools.

London, Jan. 6 (By A. P.).— 
The cave man, with only his 
limited food resources, chose a 
more sensible and healthful diet 
than his civilized descendant 
does, Sir W. Arbuthnot Lane, one 
of England's most eminent sur- 
geons, said in an address to 
members of the Incorporated As- 
sociation of Preparatory Schools. 

The famous surgeon, just back 
from a six weeks’ visit to the 
United States, contended that 
with tempting food displayed in 
the shops, the homes and almost 
everywhere, the world is eating 
entirely too much. 

“We seem to be paying a ter- 
rible price for civilization,’’ he 
said, explaining that modern 
men try to consume three or four 
times as much food as the savage 
had for his active life. This 
“overloading” is the principal 
cause of cancer and appendicitis, 
ont declared.

HARD-COAL PARLEY 
IN FIRM DEADLOCK 
TO RESUME TODAY 


Each Side Votes Down Every 
Proposal of Other, at Pro- 
tracted Session. 


LEWIS HOLDS ULTIMATE 
~ FAILURE AS CALAMITY 


Coal Region Publishers Ask 
Agreement to Put End to 
Suffering There. 


New York, Jan. 6 (By A, P.).— 
The anthracite joint wage confer- 
ence adjourned at 10:30 p. m. in 
an absolute deadlock until. 11 
o’clock tomorrow morning, after an 
‘all-day meeting. 

Both sides expBessed their will- 
ingness to continue negotiations in 
an endea o end the coal strike. 
President Lewis, of the miners, 
stated that he would regard the 
breakup of negotiations without an 
agreement as a “public calamity.’ 
Various proposals offered by either 
side were voted upon and rejected 
by one side or the other. | 

According to a statement issued 
the operators submitted a state- 
ment of their position, which was 
voted down by the miners after a 
long discussion in which the miners 
restated their opposition to arbi- 
tration. 

The position of the operators was 
that they were willing to discuss the 
merits of any plan, but were con- 
vinced that, in order to restore con- 
fidence, regain lost markets and 
prov -% work for employes, an ac- 
ceptable. plan must provide for a 
long-term agreement, provision for 
wage adjustments if economic con- 
ditions require, and arbitration for 
avoiding deadlocks. 


Propose Examining Books. 


The miners offered a proposal for 
the examination of the operators 
books by the miners’ negotiating 
committee The answer of the 
operators to this was: 

* *« that such submis- 

sion and examination would be a 
task requiring the services of many 
experts and covering weeks of labor. 
At the end of this labor, nothing 
would have developed that anyone 
would be bound by. * * * We 
accordingly offer an amendment: 

“That the operators will submit 
such books, records and other in- 
formation as may be considered 
pertinent to a board of arbitration.’ 

The miners proposed a joint re- 
quest for the passage of a bill by 
Congress for Federal regulation of 
the anthracite industry. The opera- 
tor’s reply stated: 

“Your proposal as to  con- 
grressional legislation, as we read it, 
involves the regulation of ‘the in. 
dustry a@ a whole’ including the 
fixing by Congress,‘or such body as 
it shall create of the prices at which 
coal shall be sold and the wages for 
which the men shall work. 

' “After consulting counsel, we are 
advised that, regardless of other ob- 
jections to this proposal, it is 
clearly beyond the constitutional 
power of either State or Federal 
legislature to pass sucha law * * * 
We accordingly vote ‘No’ on this 
proposal.” 


Pinchot Plan Urged. 


The miners then. offered the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

‘“‘Be it resolved, by the joint con- 
ference that the plan of the gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania be and is 
hereby adopted as the basis of set- 
tlement and a subcommittee is here- 
by created, both sides to appoint 
two members, for the purpose of 
writing a contract upon the gov- 
ernor’s proposal.”’ 

The operators voted ‘‘No.’’ 

The Markle plan was proposed 
by the operators.. President Lewis 
made a long argument in opposition 
to this plan and the miners voted 
“‘No.’’ 

The following statement 
then made by the operators: 

‘“‘You have asked for our sugges- 
tion as to the next move. There 
is a difference of opinion between 
It is the general 
custom and practice in all coun- 
tries when differences arise between 
parties which can not be settled 
among themselves to have such dif- 
ferences referred to others to set- 
tle. In the present situation we 
have proposed to do this by~arbi- 
tration. You still object to arbi- 
tration. ‘In such case we feel the 
public looks to us to compose our 
differences by continuance of ne- 
gotiations.’’ 

Replying, Mr. Lewis stated that 
the miners were willing to remain 
in the conference and that he would 
regard a break-up of the meeting 
without an agreement as a public 
calamity.

Writes Denial to Bishop as 
Woman Leader Tells of 
a New Obsession. 


MORE CHARGES BROUGHT. 


Bombon, Department of Seine et 
Marne, France, Jan. 6 (By A. P.). 
The denial of Abbe des Noyers that 
he ever belonged to the fanatical 
‘Order of our Lady of Tears” and 
Marie Mesmin’s claim that even 
last night. she felt the priest’s evil

Father des Noyers, hardly abt 
to hold a pen, prepared a report 
for the Bishop of Meaux, of his 
flogging by twelve members of the 
fanatical sect, who sought to ‘‘ex- 
orcise evil spirits from his body.”’ 
He denied he had ever belonged to 
the order, but admitted having 
been in correspondence with some 
of its members. “I conclude that 
I have come in contact with: vis- 
ionaries and fanatics,’’ he wrote. 

Meanwhile, from Bordeaux came 
Mme. Mesmin’s statement that last 
night she felt Father des Noyers 
gripping her throat. She said she 
called to her husband, who, by 
sprinkling her with holy water, 
caused the pain to cease, 

One of Mme. Mesmin’s followers 
at Bordeaux said’ that Christmas 
night a young girl, inspired by 
Father des Noyers, tried to stran- 
gle the head of the sect, but the 
faithful of the order rescued ‘“‘our 
saint.’”’” This girl now is in an 
asylum. 

Legal authorities are taking lit- 
tle heed to these accusations, con- 
fining themselves to.the fact that a 
citizen has been attacked, beaten 
and insulted. They intend to call 
*“*Mother, Marie” and all her dis- 
ciples who took part in the flogging 
as witnesses.

Failure of Justice Department 
to Bring Contempt Action 
Is Inquiry’s Object. 


SARGENT AND DONOVAN 
WILL BE WITNESSES 


Hearings to Start Today With 
Senator Walsh as the 
Chief Prosecutor.

Investigation of the failuro of the 
Department of Justice to bring con- 
tempt proceedings against the Alu- 
minum Company of America, in 
which Secretary Mellon is a large 
stockholder, was ordered yesterday 
by the Senate.

Announcement of Democratic 
Proposal Holds Up Senate 
Committee’s Work. 


STRAIGHT PARTY VOTE 
EXPECTED ON SOME 


Aid of Insurgents Is to Be 
Sought, However, for 
Surtax Increase. 


(By Associated Press.) 

All rate schedules in the House 
tax reduction bill were passed over 
yesterday by the Senate finance 
committee for future consideration 
when Democratic members made it 


known that they expected to pre- 
sent a complete substitute program. 

Senator Simmons, of North Caro- 
lina, ranking Democrat on the com- 
mittee, later called a conference of 
the minority members. and_=an- 
nounced afterwards that the sub- 
stitute schedules would be prepared 
and presented to the committee by 
Saturday. 

Going rapidly through other pro- 
visions of the bill yesterday, the 
committee accepted many of the 
technical administrative changes 
voted by the House. This com- 
pleted work on the bill except for 
the rate schedules and the question 
of publicity of income-tax returns. 

On these vital sections, straight- 
out party votes are predicted in the 
committee where Republicans, who 
have announced general approval 
of the House rates, have a majority 
of 10 to 7. Republicans have a 
somewhat similar majority in the 
Senate as a whole, but the Demo- 
crats are counting on. considerable 
support from insurgent Republican 
members which enabled them two 
years ago to write their provisions 
into the bill. 


Favors Surtax Increase. 


While no indication of the Demo- 
cratic-program has been given, Sen- 
ator Simmons is known to favor an 
increase in the maximum surtax 
from 20 per cent, as voted by the 
House, to at least 25 per cent. The 
Democratic ranks are divided, how- 
ever, on the proposal for continued 
publicity of income-tax returns. 

The minority members of the 
committee have generally expressed 
favor toward the normal income 
tax rates in the House bill, as well 
as the increased personal exemp- 
tions, but these, along with the in- 
heritance and gift taxes, and all of 
the miscellaneous schedules, were 
passed over by the committee, pend- 
ing the completion of the Demo- 
cratic program.

WHITE RADIO BILL 
- BEFORE COMMITTEE 


Navy and Coast Guard Heads, 
Manufacturers and Phone 
Experts Also Assent. 


CONTROL IS NECESSARY 
TO AVOID CHAOS, HE SAYS 


Danger of Monopoly Scouted; 
Possible Censorship Fore- 
seen by Author. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
‘The White bill, to provide for 


control of the radio industry, was 
indorsed yesterday before the House 
merchant marine committee by Sec- 
retary Hoover and other members of 
the Commerce Department, officers 
of the navy and coast guard and 
representatives of radio and tele- 
phone organizations. 

The bill would give the Secretary 
of Commerce administrative charge 
of radio and would establish a com- 
mission of nine to pass on applica- 
tions for licenses and perform other 
similar functions. 

Asserting that government con- 
trol was necessary to prevent chaos 
in the air, Secretary Hoover testi- 
fied that the measure was the result 
of two years’ study and seemed to 
meet, as nearly as possible, the 
problem of regulating the air. He 
contended that no one person was 
‘“‘wise enough” to decide which city, 
company or individual should have 
the right to a certain wave length 
in a region. With the commission 
recommending or disapproving peti- 
tions, he pointed out, disappointed 
applicants would have the right of 
appeal to the courts. 


Sees No Danger of Monopoly. 


Solicitor Davis of the Commerce 
Department, 
tions having to do with the provi- 
sions in the bill against monopoly, 
testified that there could be no 
vested interests in broadcasting and 
that there was no danger of 
monopoly. 

Possible censorship of radio pro-

FAVOR WAITING 10 YEARS

Approval by the House. ways and 
means committee yesterday of war 
debt settlements negotiated since 
the last Congress was coupled with 
an announcement by two Demo- 
cratic committee members that they 
would oppose acceptance of the 
Italian settlement on the House 
floor. : 

These two, Representatives 
Rainey, of Illinois, and Hull, of 
Tennessee, based their opposition to 
the Italian settlement on the ground 
that a dictatorship was not a suffi- 
ciently stable form of government 
to guarantee a contract extending 
over more than half a century. 

Holding that this form of govern- 
ment existed in Italy at present, 
they argued that it was ill advised 
to accept a settlement calling for 
the major part of the payment in 
the later years of the contract pe- 
riod. Both favored postponement 
of an agreement for ten years, with 
Italy keeping up interest payments 
during that period at the rate speci- 
fied in the pending settlement. 
the end of ten years, they felt, the 
stability of the Italian government 
could be more definitely deter- 
mined. - 

Besides the Italian settlement, 
other agreements approved were 
those with Belgium, Czechoslovakia, 
Latvia, Esthonia and Roumania. 
Chairman Green of the committee 
said a resdiution authorizing ac- 
ceptance of all of these settlements 
would be called up in the House 
Tuesday. 

Deliberations of the committee 
were. in executive session, but it is 
known that Mr. Rainey vigorously 
opposed the Italian settlement at 
the meeting and that Representa- 
tive Crisp, Democrat, Georgia, a 
member of the debt commission, 
warmly defended the action of the

Woman's hutentt Charges 
Shelved After Talk With 
Police Heads. 


MRS. VAN WINKLE MADE — 
NO DEFENSE OF POLICY 


Policewoman’s Chief Reaorts 
26 Convictions Obtained 
by Bureau in Year. 


District Commissioner Frederick 
A. Fenning yesterday refused to 


consider the charges against tha 
police woman’s. bureau brought by 
Juvenile Judge Kathryn Sellers in 
a letter to the commissioners. 

This decision was reached fol-. 
lowing a conference with Lieut. 
Mina Van Winkle, commanding offi- 
cer of the woman’s bureau, and 
Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superinten- 
dent of police. Mrs. Van Winkle 
interposed no defense to Judge 
Sellers’ accusations, it is reported, 
but pointed out that the letter said 
a carbon copy was being ‘sent to 
Comptroller General McCarl. 

“T understand copies also were 
provided to the newspapers,”’ said 
Commissioner Fenning. ‘‘This gives 
the communication the character of 
an open letter. I do not reply to 
open letters. I do not consider the 
contents of letters to which I do 
not reply.” 


Judge’s Right Questioned. 


A question was raised about. the 
right of Judge Sellers to an opin- 
ion from the comptroller general. 
It was suggested that only respon- 
sible department heads were en- 
tiiled to seek such opinions witha 
reference to expenditures in their 
denartments. 

Examination of the text of the 
letter showed that Judge Sellerg had 
not asked for an opinion from the 
comptroller general, but had: sent 
him a copy for his information, just 
as she sent the letter to Commis- 
sioner Cuno H. Rudolph for the in- 
formation of the commissioners. 

Activities of the woman’s bureau 
of the police department for the 
fiscal year ending last June were 
described in the annual report of 
Lieut. Mina Van Winkle, submitted 
several weeks.ago, but made public 
only yesterday. 

Mrs. Van Winkle said the police- 
Women under her command had 
visited 2,446 moving picture thea- 
ters, attended 519 dances, caught 
200 truants, made 9,000 inspections, 
examined 3,350 persons, sent 136 
defendants into court and obtained 
26 convictions. 

Her report said that too many 
children are permitted to go to 
movies at night, that parents are 
guilty of permitting their offspring 
to witness ‘‘unsuitable’’ shows and 
that ‘‘ a bad situation exists in men 
cruising around in autos, accosting 
women and following them.”’ 


DUCHESS OF LEINSTER

“Woman in America Will 
Never Get My Title,” She 


Tells a Reporter. 


London, Jan. 6 (By A. P,).— 
The Duchess of Leinster. formerly 
Miss May Etheridge, musical come- 
dy actress, told the Evening News 
correspondent at Bournemouth to- 
day that she would fight the duke’s 
divorce suit ‘‘‘to the last ditch.’’ 

“The lady in America who is 
hoping for my title will never get 
it,’’ she declared. 

The duchess is living in reduced 
circumstances in a humble cottage 
in the poorer section of Swanage, 
Dorsetshire. 


The Duke of Leinster arrived in 
New York several days ago on.the 
_ Adriatic, declaring he had come to 
attend to business matters and ex- 
pected to return to England Janu- 
ary 16. He was met at the pier 
by a young woman with whom he 
drove away. 

An Edinburgh dispatch Tuesday 
night said the rolls of the court of 
session contained notice of an ac- 
tion by the duke against his wife, 
in Which Frederick George Newell 
Was named as codefender.

The Utah’senator cited trade as- 
sociations, which he alleged con- 
trol the domestic market, in steel 
and its manufactures, aluminum 
and its manufactures, copper, brass, 
cement, brick, lumber, plumbing 
supplies, furniture, petroleum, an- 
thracite and bituminoys, bread, 
meat, milk, ice cream, wool, cot- 
ton, chemical dye stuffs.and ‘“‘prac- 
tically every commodity. of. neces- 
sity or convenience required by the 
people of the United States.”’

primitive and guilless.’’ 


Rubber Witnesses. Today. 


The committee recessed. after 
hearing Mr. Hoover and his assist- 
ants until today, when it will 
listen to witnesses representing the 
rubber manufacturers.

According to Secretary Hoover, 
the rubber exaction ,totals from |, 
$500.000,000 to $800,000,000.

Longworth Prompts Committee. 


Chairman Parker at first said he 
thought it could be done, only to be 
reminded by Speaker Longworth, 
who was seated on the rostrum fol- 
lowing the proceedings, that sugar 
is not one of the subjects the com- 
mittee is authorized to investigate.

“This development threatens not 
only the sane progress of the world 
but contains in it great dangers to 
international good will.” 


Says 50 Nations Affected. 


The Secretary reviewed at length 
the manner in which government 
monopolies have been set up and 


welfare but the welfare of consum- 
ers in fifty or more nations is 
affected.’””’

ing upon an immediate report on 
his 5-cent fare bill, the subcommit- 
tee, headed by Representative Zihl- 
man, was directed to proceed with 
its inquiry and report to ‘the full 
committee within 30 days. 

At that meeting Mr. Blanton had

Charges of ‘‘watered’’ stock ma- 
nipulations, delinquency on the part 
of the public utilities commission, 
and the like, were passed around 
the committee table as the commit- 
tee once again waded into what has 
become a perennial issue. 

Mr Blanton explained that his 
bill was merely to make the trac- 
tion companies carry out their char- 
ter contract, in which they said 
they would charge only’ 5 cents. 
Sixty-eight thousand government 
workers and school children are be- 
ing ‘‘held up” daily by the high 
fare, he declared. He said there 
was not a day that he did not pick 
up in ‘his automobile four or five 
school children, walking ‘because 
they are unable to pay the high 
fare.’’ 

Representative Hammer, of 
North Carolina, veteran of past lo- 
cal traction struggles, said there 
was no doubt that the utilities 
could be held to a fare they had 
contracted to charge, but the ques- 
tion as the committee has found it 
in the past, is whether the crea- 
tion of the utilities commission 
here did not supersede the charter 
restriction. Without having made 
a definite contract on the subject, 
Mr. Hammer said, the Supreme 
Court had held that a public util- 
ity was entitled to a fair return on 
its investment. 

Representative Rathbone, of IIli- 
nois, pointed out that the court has 
held that the local companies must 
have a fair return and upheld them 
in their eight-cent fare. Mr. Blap- 
ton declared the court had so held 
on a case made only by the traction 
companies. New members of the 
committee, notably Representative 
Bowman, of West Virginia, were 
anxious to know if the people here 
did not have some one to make a 
strong case for them. 

“Haven't they a 
counsel, for instance?’’

The banking house and trust 
company, Mr. Benedict said, carried 
on the ‘“conspiracy’’ started by 
George Gould, after they had 
ousted him from control of the 
roads. 

Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and the 
Equitable Trust Co. are not de- 
fendants in the suit brought by 
Denver stockholders to _ recover 
$200,000,000 from the former di- 
rectors and the Gould estate. After 
Mr. Benedict’s testimony, Justice 
Mullan said he would consider an 
amendment to add the two finan- 
cial organizations to the list of de- 
fendants in the complaint. 


Based Upon Default. 


Mr. Benedict’s alleged conspitacy 
was based, he said, on a ‘‘deliber- 
ate default” of $2,000,000 interest 
on a mortgage on Western Pacific 
properties, guaranteed by the Den- 
ver & Rio Grande and which al- 
lowed the Equitable Trust Co. to 
foreclose on the Denver & Rio 
Grande. The default, he charged, 

s engineered by Alvin Krech, 
chairman of the board of the 
Equitable, and the directors-of the 
Western Pacific and Missouri Pa- 
cific. 

He called Mr. Krech “lord high 
executioner’ in the plan, and Ed- 
ward T. Jeffrey, chairman of the 
Denver and Rio Grande directors, 
“lord high everything else.’’

Fenning Has New Plan 
To End Parking at Night 


District Commissioner Frederick 
A. Fenning has abandoned his origi- 
nal idea to abolish all-night parking 
by forbidding all parking between 
the hours.of 2 and 5 a.m. He has 
a new plan. He got the idea from 
Baltimore. It is to permit no one 
to park longer than four-hours after 
1 a.m. 

The original project was sub- 
jected to criticism from many 
quarters. Among the telling argu- 
ments against it were that doctors 
called in early morning hours would 
not be able to park their cars. As 
to this objection, Commissioner 
Fenning says the four-hour rule will 
permit doctors to call, four- hour 
medical visits being rare. Protest 
was made also in behalf of night 
workers who might want to park 
their cars.

EMPTY RUM BARRELS 
STOLEN, SAY RUMORS 


Officials Are Told Distillery 
‘Robbery’ Only ‘Covered’ 
Actual Theft. 


Baltimore, Jan. 6 (By A. P.).— 
Rumors that last Saturday night’s 
armed raid on the MeGinnis dis- 
tillery at Tannery, Md., 28 miles 
from here, was a ‘‘cover up’ op- 
eration, are* being investigated by 
officials.. State’s Attorney Theo- 
dore Brown, of Carroll county, in 
which Tannery is situated, announc- 
ed that he had received a report 
that the nearly 100 ‘barrels taken 
from the top floor of the govern- 
ment warehouse were empty, the 
whisky originally in them having 
been siphoned off during past 
months. The government loss has 
been estimated at $80,000. 

Edward and John Long, brothers 
employed as guards at the distil- 
lery, were brought to Baltimore for 
questioning by Federal authorities. 
They were among the seven per- 
sons waylaid and bound by the party 
which raided the storehouse. No 
charges have been placed against 
them. 

Federal authorities said the 
license number of one of the trucks 
used to haul the liquor barrels was 
known, and that it had been traced 
to a Baltimore man. 


$1,000,000 Judgment. 
Won Against Chapman 


New Haven, Conn., Jan, 6 (By A. 
P.).—The United States govern- 
ment today received a judgment of 
$1,000,000 against Gerald Chap- 
man, murderer afd mail bandit, in 
a suit for recovery on _ property 
stolen by Chapman and others in a 
mail robbery in New York city on 
August 24, 1921, in a decision filed 
by Federal Judge Edwin S. Thomas. 

Chapman is under sentence to be 
hanged March 3 for the murder of 
a New Britain policeman. His ap- 
peal will be heard in New York, 
January 26. The purpose of the 
judgment was to enable the gov- 
ernment to levy on property which 
Chapman might have or which 
might come to light.

TWO SONGSTERS DISAGREE. 


In their desire to .,have the United 
States become a member of the league of 
nations Senators Swanson, of Virginia, 
and Bruce, of Maryland, are in blissful 
and total accord, as befits Democrats of 
neighboring States. The perfect union 
of their desires is illustrated by these 
extracts from their speeches in the Sen- 
ate on the international court: 


Mr. Swanson—TI can not refrain from 
giving expression to my own individual 
views and say that the league of nations 
today is the most potential factor in the 
world working for world peace and bet- 
terment, that it is gaining daily in influ- 
ence and power, and that the day will 
ultimately come when the United States 
will desire and be compelled to become a 
member. 

Mr. Bruce—Ever since the league of 
nations was established I have been en- 
tirely in sympathy with it. The more 
readily the features of the league of na- 
tions can be seen in the face of the Hard- 
ing-Hughes-Coolidge world court, the 
better I like the child. In support- 
ing the pending resolution I am, of 
course, entirely conscious of the degree 
to which it falls short of committing us 
to the full extent of what I believe to be 
our international duty. Nothing, in my 
judgment, can do that except member- 
ship in the league of nations. 


“Two souls with but a single thought. 
two hearts that beat as\one’—but soft, 
Horatio! Is there a rift within the lute 
twanged by these melodious sons of Vir- 
ginia and Maryland? Does there not 
strike the ear a confused note, growing 
into discord, when they attempt to de- 
scribe the vestibule of the temple of 
their dreams, the league court? 


Mr. Swanson——The court is an insti- 
tution absolutely distinct from the 
league. It derives its power from its 
own statute and not the covenant of the 
league. 

Mr. Bruce—It is only as an auxiliary 
of the league, empowered to render de- 
cisions and advisory opinions which the 
league has the organs to carry into effect, 
that the world court dilates to its full 
measure of dignity and utility. 


Surely, when minstrels join in moving 
siren songs, for the purpose of drawing 
mankind into the bonds of harmony 
with them, they should not strike such 
false and conflicting notes. Hark! 
Again that jarring sound: 


Mr. Swanson—As previously stated, 
these opinions are not binding when 
given. 

Mx. Bruce—The court can enter up 
judgments in international controversies 
and render advisory opinions at the re- 
quest of. the council or assembly of the 
league which command implicit obedi- 
ence or unmurmuring acquiescence. 


What shall be thought of serenaders 
who, beginning with dulcet tones more 
rarely melodious than those of blended 
catgut and voluptuous. flute, gradually 
rend the air with ear-splitting discords? 
Birds in their little nests agree; why can 
not league senators? But no; again the 
dreadful clash: 


Mr. Swanson—The United States would 
assume no new embarrassments, create 
no new conditions affecting the Monroe 
doctrine by adherence to the permanent 
court of international justice. 

Mr. Bruce—I, at least, was not sur- 
prised, a few days ago, when Chile was 
said to have filed a protest with the sec- 
retary general of the league, charging 
that Gen. Pershing was unduly dilatory in 
fixing the date for the plebiscite in the 
Tacna-Arica controversy. I do not doubt 
that the time will come when the Latin 
communities of this hemisphere will be 
far more disposed to look to the league 
of nations than to the Monroe doctrine 
for their security.

THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 


The tariff commission was created by the 
Democratic majority to “remove the tariff 
from politics’’ and establish 4 ‘nonpartisan 
commission.’’ The original act of 1916 pro- 
vided that the members should be divided 
equally between the two leading political par- 
ties. President Wilson appointed three Demo- 
crats presumed to be low tariff advocates, or 
free traders; two progressives, who were in 


lican, or real protectionist. 

The work of the commission was designed to 
be the investigation of facts for the benefit of 
Congress. These investigations were supposed 
to be nonpartisan; but they were not. Many 
documents prepared and printed by the com- 
mission were manifestly leaning against pro- 
tection and in favor of free trde or a low 
tariff. It was not a nonpartisan establish- 
ment, for the simple reason that such an or- 
ganization with its members favoring either a 
low or a protective tariff, can not be non- 
partisan. This commission was utilized, as 
far as possible within the theory of the law, 
for the benefit of those who framed and en- 
acted the 1913 tariff. | 

When the result of the election of 1920 
changed the political complexion of the resi- 
dent in the White Hguse, the President ap- 
pointed three protectionists as soon as vacan- 
cies occurred. ; 

The work of ‘tthe tariff commission in 1921 
and 1922 consisted largely of giving informa- 
tion to the protectionists in the preparation 
of the emergency and Fordney-McCumber 
tariffs. This information was to help frame 
a protection measure. The commission was 
not strictly nonpartisan. It could not be. It 
did in 1921 and 1922 precisely what its pred- 
ecessor had done—help frame a tariff for the 
party in power. 

Now, because the commission does what a 
previous commission did, the low tariff advo- 
cates want the commission investigated and 
abolished because it is not “an investigating 
commission and nonpartisan,’ but a partisan 
establishment, leaning toward protection. 

All of which demonstrates that a tariff com- 
mission composed of an equal number of pro- 
tectionists and low tariff members can not, in 
the nature of things, be nonpartisan, for the 
tariff is a political question, despite opin- 
ions to the contrary. Now that the 1922 law 
gives the commission authority to inform the 
President what appears to be the right sort 
of rates to impose, and gives the President 
authority to raise or lower rates within limits, 
the commission is not a fact-finding and non- 
partisan establishment, but, a political estab- 
lishment. 


+ 
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Comptroller General McCarl has thrown a 
monkey wrench into the plans of the Arling- 
ton Memorial bridge commission by holding 
that the contracts for architectural and engi- 
neering services entered into by the commis- 
sion are not authorized ‘‘under the law.”’ The 
result may be that work on this long-delayed 
improvement to. the National Capital will be 
postponed indefinitely. The comptroller gen- 
eral, in voicing his objections, declares that 
the allowances under the contract for travel- 
ing and subsistence are more generous than 
could be granted to employes of thé United 
States. Other objections are made. Obvious- 
ly Col. Shérrill should have had legal advice 
in drawing up the contract. 
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PLAYING A “SYSTEM.” 

It is an axiom of gamblers that “‘‘you can 
not win where you can not lose,’’ the truth of 
which can not be denied. If it were otherwise, 
Capt. Arthur de Courcey Bower, one time a 
member of the British artillery and famous 
as the ‘“‘man who broke the bank at Monte 
Carlo,” would not have died the other day in 
a cheap lodging house in London, penniless 
and alone. Many years ago Bower appeared 
at the golden palace of chance in the little 
principality-of Monaco, where he electrified the 
gaming world by his enormous winnings at 
roulette. In one afternoon he won $150,000, 
and his total gains exceeded $1,000,000. It 
was reported that his success in playing the 
wheel was due to a “‘system” that he had per- 
fected, but the Englishman afterward denied 
that his plan had anything to do with his win- 
nings. He insisted that it was just ‘Lady 
Luck” who lavished her smiles upon him. To 
confirm this, it is said, he tossed 10,000 francs, 
when a franc was worth 20 cents, upon a single 
number, 27, and it won, which made him $72,- 
000 richer. But later the Britisher returned to 
Monte Carlo, and with three assistants, played 
his ‘‘system.’’ For hours the play went against 
him. There. was something wrong with it. It 
didn’t work. Then his luck returned, and his 
winnings began to pile up. He left the tables 
$375,000 to the, good, and eventually won 
more than $1,250,000. His ‘‘system”’ was tried 
by others, but it failed to work. They did not 
have his luck; nor did he, years afterward, 
when once more he wooed the fickle goddess. 

A few days ago a man was fdund in a hos- 
pital in Baltimore, unable to pay for the atten- 
tion he needed in his illness. A year ago he 
was ‘‘beating’’ the races by using a ‘‘system.’’ 
His winnings reached nearly $100,000. Then 
the ‘‘system’’ went wrong, and he lost all he 
had won. : 

‘“‘Mike” Dwyer used to win great sums on 
the races, and it was thought he had a “‘sys- 
tem.”’ The truth was.that Dwyer simply wag- 
ered on his opinion. He died “‘broke.”’ ‘‘Pitts- 
burgh Phil’’ was probably the most successful 
player of the races the American turf has ever 
known. He accumulated a fortune, but he 
depended for his success on an almost uncanny 
judgment. He had extraordinary nerve, but 
the strain was so great that he died compara- 
tively a young man. 

“You can not win where you can not lose,”’ 
is as true today as it ever was.

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; RADIO CONTROL. 

Control of radio broadcasting is under con- 
sideration in Congress. To the uninitiated it 
would naturally appear that legislation of this 
character would emanate from the committees 
on commerce, but owing to the close relation- 
ship between radio communication and naviga- 
tion, the pending bill was referred to the com- 
mittee on merchant marine and fisheries. It 
was to that committee that Mr. Hoover, Secre- 
tary of Commerce, explained the scope and pur- 
poses of the bill which has the approval of his 
department. Mr. Hoover explained that the 
primary condition which makes legislation 


necessary is the congestion in broadcasting. 


Radio is an infant industry. But it is a lusty 
youngster, and it is growing rapidly. Too 
rapidly, in fact, as its foster father, the De- 
partment of Commerce, is unable to supply the 
necessary’ equipment to meet the expanding 
needs of the prodigious infant. 

There are 536 broadcasting stations, which 
must operate on a total of 89 wave lengths. 
There are no more in the broadcasting band. 
Many of these wave lengths are below effective 
use. ‘‘The problem has been to divide the 89 
wave lengths among more than 5600 stations, 
which means an average of over six stations to 
each wave length,’”’ said Mr. Hoover. ‘Satis- 
factory division has been a mathematical im- 
possibility. Only by time division, power lim- 
itation, geographical separation and other ex- 
pedients has it been possible to maintain any 
order at all in the ether.” The Secretary 
declared that it was essential in discussing the 
pending bill that three facts be taken as set- 
tled: First, that radio legislation is absolutely 
and immediately essential if chaos is to be 
avoided in radio communication; second, that 
the bill has already received substantial ap- 
proval, and third, that the measure has the ap- 
probation of the radio industry and the radio 
public. 

The bill asserts and assumes jurisdiction in 
the Federal government over all phases of 
radio communication in so far as such com- 
munication constitutes or affects foreign or 
interstate commerce. It provides an adminis- 
trative organization by which Federal control 
is so exercised, and it retains complete control 
of all channels of radio communication. 

In view of the fact that an identical bill was 
unanimously reported from the same commit- 
tee at the last session of Congress the chances 
are that the final outcome of the efforts of the 
merchant marine and fisheries committee will 
be the enactment of legislation which will give 
to the government, through the Department of 
Commerce, definite and specific jurisdiction 
over all matters connected with broadcasting 
through the ether. 
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Whenever legislation is proposed for the ben- 
efit of the people, some one arises and “offers 
an amendment.’’ Nearly all the States have 
laws which provide for the care and support 
of mothers who have children depending upon 
their labor for the necessities of life. Similar 
legislation has been proposed for the District, 
and it looked’for a time as though the proposal 
would result in the enactment of a satisfactory 
law.

There will be delays, and it will be but a repe- 
tition of history if the delay should defeat leg- 
islation in this Congress. It is another case of 
a multitude of cooks spoiling the broth.

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. W. 


WHITE SPOTS ON THE TONGUE. 
HIS article has reference to 
1 firm, boardlike white, or whit- 
ish patches, on the tongue 
which go by the name of leukop- 
lakia. It has no reference to white 
coating on the tongue such as many 
people think of as a sign of bilious- 
ness or stomach trouble. 

To prevent confusion of another 
kind the patches of leukoplakia fre- 
quently occur on the cheeks, occa- 
sionally on the palate and lips, and, 
very rarely, on the floor of the 
mouth and gums. 


The patches start as lines of whit- 
ish, fairly hard tissues, which finally 
join to make a patch. This patch 
may crack, ulcerate and bleed. They 
develop, as a rule, in men 45 and 

Rarely are they encountered 
in women, — 

The subject is worth while know- 
ing about for three reasons. First, 
though easily observed, leukoplakia 
is generally quite well advanced be- 
fore it is recognized. Second, it is 
preventable. Third, it occasionally 
occasions discomfort due to ulcers 
and about one-third of the recog- 
nized cases terminate in cancer.

About one- 
third the cases of leukoplakia de- 
velop into cancer. Fortunately, the 
cancers which follow leukoplakia 
are somewhat milder than other 
cancers of the tongue. 

In discussing leukoplakia the gen- 
eral trend of opinion expressed by 
Drs. Fox, Bloodgodéd, Schamberg 
and others was that in most cases 
operation was inadvisable. So long 
as the leukoplakia does not bleed 
or ulcerate the best policy is to 
give it no local treatment. Should 
it ulcerate it should be burned out 
with a cautery or with diathermy, 
or radium should be used on it.

orator of ancient Rome. 


After six years spent in studying 
law and public speaking, he started 
upon a Career as a lawyer. He was 
then 25 years old. Only a few years 
passed before he decided two 
things; that he must try to im- 
prove his health, and that he must 
become a better speaker. For this 
double purpose, Cicero set out upon 
wide travels. He visited Athens, 
antl made a tour of Asia Minor. For 
a time he paused at the island of 
Rhodes and gave further study to 
public speaking, 


Returning to Rome, he quickly 


‘|rose in public favor and became 


consul, the highest office then open 
to any man in the empire. There 
was another man in Rome“by the 
name of Lucius Catiline who had 
wanted to become consul. Having 
lost, he plotted to burn the city and 
to kill the Roman senators. 

Cicero learned of the plot and 
made burning speeches to the Ro- 
man senate.

HURSDAY morning—and I 
fi am wondering what our lard- 

ers will have to offer. If we 
must to market go, which is, I 
hope, not the case with most of us, 
we shall want to market very 
lightly, for Saturday is almost upon 
us and there do not remain a great 
many meals with which to dispose 
of our odds and ends, and so start 
Sunday with a clean slate. 

Some of us, possibly, have cold 
pot roast in the ice box, and so -l 
am going to give you today a din- 
ner menu which will allow for pot 
roast or a new dish, steak Espanol, 
as the case may be. Steak Espanol 
is a meat dish, the receipt for 
which comes to us from sunny 
Spain.. It is not overly expensive 
to prepare, but will not, of course, 
be as small an item as will be the 
pot roast dish for those who tried 
Tuesday’s dinner menu. 

I cannot emphasize too strongly 
the advantage of thinking out and 
arranging meals in advance. They 
are less expensive, more attractive 
and far less of a burden to the 
housewife, however strange it may 
seem. 

Now then, if you do have cold 
pot roast on hand, why not serve 
it either cold with hot vegetables, 
and, of course, mustard or horse- 
radish, or, if you prefer a hot dish, 
sliced very thin and sauted in but- 
ter for two minutes and served on 
a hot platter surrounded by gravy 
which has been heated with a clove 
of garlic in it (being sure to remove 
the garlic before serving). If you 
have not enough gravy left over 
add a little more butter to the pan 
in which you sauted the meat and 
rub into it a heaping tablespoonful 
of flour, and add slowly a cup and 
a half of hot water, a teaspoonful 
of Worcestershire sauce and a balf 
teaspoonful of kitchen bouquet. 

If on Wednesday you made vege- 
table soup, strain some of it for to- 
night and serve it with small 
squares of bread which have been 
baked in a pan in the oven until 
well browned, floating around on 
top. Put the vegetables you 
strained out back in the soup 
kettle and on Saturday we will use 
them with the rest of the meat if 
there is any, if not with a bit of 
ham.

When the paste is cooked turn it 
into a colander and run cold water 
through it to remove the gelatinous 
substance, and butter. a_ baking 
dish, preferably earthern, and 
place in it a layer ofygthe paste, 
sprinkle with salt, pepper, paprika 
and a few grains of cayenne. Next 
add aclayer of grated sharp Ameri- 
can cheese, dot over with butter 
and sprinkle lightly with flour. Re- 
peat this until all of the macaroni 
has been used and add milk until 
it shows through the top of it. 
Sprinkle cheese and paprika over 
the top and bake from three quar- 
ters of an hour to an hour. 


Salad Supreme. 


To a half cup of vinegar, a half 
cup of salad oil, a teaspoon of salt 
and a quarter teaspoon of pepper 
add a clove of garlic and let stand 
a half hour or more. Remove the 
garlic and add an eighth of a pound 
of roquefort cheese grated. Serve 
on hearts of lettuce. 

Let me give you also a fish dish 
for Friday which one may serve 
with peas, en famille (for which 
I shall give you the receipt) or 
with fresh Brussels sprouts with 
drawn butter. Boiled potatoes with 
chopped parsley are almost in- 
dispensable to a finnan  haddie 
supper, and that is the fish I wish 
to suggest that you try. 

Buy a pound and a half to a two 
pound fiinnan haddie and wash it 
thoroughly in cold water. Place it 
in a dripping or roasting pan, add 
a half cup of warm, water, cover 
Closely and let steam for just 20 
minutes. Serve on a hot platter 
garnished with butter and slices of 
lemon. 

Peas en famille are a can of peas 
to which four generous leaves of 
iettuce have been added shredded, 
and a medium onion which has 
been chopped almost to a pulp. Let 
these simmer for fifteen minutes 
and serve with any dish with which 
fresh peas could be served.

N arranging the National league 
I pitchers of 1925, in the order 

. of their effectiveness, it was 
found expedient to classify them 
into three groups, the same ar- 
rangement that has been followed 
in the past eight years. The first 
group embraces those who bore 
the brunt of the campaign and 
pitched at least ten complete 
games; the second, those who par- 
ticipated to some extent in a mini- 
mum of ten games; the third, all 
others who took part in a cham- 
pionship contest. 

The percentage of games won 
and lost is given, with notation of 
the relative position of each pitch- 
er, this special record being sup- 
plied in order that comparison may 
be made with the official earned 
run rating. 

Adolfo Luque, Cincinnati, has 
the title of leading pitcher, with 
the lowest average of 2.63 runs 
earned per game. Luque in 
games won and lost ranks twenty- 
second, losing 18 contests, just 
one defeat less than Burleigh 
Grimes, Brooklyn, who suffered the 
most defeats.

VISUALIZATION OF CAPITAL NEWS 


J. A. Garrett Faces” 
New Fraud Charges 


John A. Garrett, former State’s 
attorney for Montgomery county, 
Md., who was sentenced to serve 
eleven years in the Maryland State 
penitentiary last May on charges 
of forgery and embezzlement, will 
be questioned concerning the mis- 
appropriation of funds belonging to 
the estate of Mertena L. Poole for 
which he acted as ancillary admin- 
istrator.

sion is taking steps to let contracts 
today for the construction of six 
piers and four abutments, the first 
actual construction work on the 
Arlington Memorial bridge. 

The comptroller’s ruling came as 


on May 10 last to be effective June 
10, but a temporary restraining or- 
der was issued by Justice Hoehling 
and the old rates remained in force 
under an impounding proposition 
‘similar to that which affected the 
case involving the rate fight brought 
by the Potomac Electric Power Co. 

The commission ordered that be- 
ginning June 10 the flat rate charge 
should be scaled down from $6 to

$2.50 a month. 


$90,000 Cut Ordered. 


The new rates were intended to 
reduce Washington’s telephone Dill 
by at least $90,000 a year. The 
commission based its legal author- 
ity to reduce telephone rates on its 
valuation figures, affecting the tele- 
phone company’s properties, which 
was fixed at $18,576,956 by the 
commission’s engineers. The tele- 
phone company disagreed with 
those figures and contended that 
they should have been written as 
$25,000,000—or almost $7,000,000 
more than the commission thought 
proper. The principal questions be- 
fore Chief Justice McCoy as raised 
by the telephone company are ex- 
pressed by the following objections 
to the findings of the commission: 

The land owned by the company 
in the District was valued at $675,- 
000, whereas, it is charged, the ac- 
tual value is $1,060,873. 

The commission excluded land 
valued by the company at $263,000 
in arriving at its figures. 

The commission valued the build- 
ings of the company at $2,600,534, 
whereas the company charges that 
the value actually amounts to $2,- 
954,886. 

“The commission estimated that 
certain ‘“‘overhead and intangibles” 
of the company were valued at 
$2,810,000, whereas, the company 
charges, these figures should be 
$6,731,539. 

The commission failed to include 
in its figurss ths “going ccncern” 
value—tfigures for which are fixed 
by the company at $2,800,000. 


“Fair Return” Debated. 


The commission determined that 
the fair allowance for working cap- 
ital was $694,602, whereas, the 
company says, these figures ought 
to be $832,000. 

The commission made extensive 
deductions for depreciation and re- 
production costs and value of the 
properties. The commission de- 
ducted $3,998,000 altogether for 
depreciation, whereas, the company 
states, the figures should be $1,- 
§92,000. 

Corporation Counsel Francis H. 
Stephens appeared for the commis- 
sion and is contending that there 
are no errors in the commission’s 
figures, while Attorneys George P. 
FHloover, Dozier A. DeVane and Alex- 
ander Britton, counsel for the com- 
pany, are contending that the ob- 
jections just. outlined are _  suffi- 
ciently weighty to -warrant the 
court in continuing the restraining 
order and making it pérmanent.

The contracts for this work will be 
let as soon as _ possible. Mean- 
while, specifications for the stone 
work are being drawn and plans of 
the bridge work will be rushed to 
expedite construction by giving 
competitors for the remaining work 
an early opportunity to submit 
bids. 

Under the contracts to be let, the 
contractor handling the pier work 
will be required to complete the 
work within 730 days and will be 
given a bonus of $400 for each day 
earlier that he completes it. He 
will be taxed $400 a day for each 
additional day he requires. There 
will be no bonus for fewer than 
560 days.
